Before  large  crowds  and  small.  From  some  of  the  biggest  and  best  gyms  in  America,  to  some  of  the  smallest. 

These  are  the  settings  where  Mike  Scudder  (SJC,  Class  of  70)  plies  one  of  the  most  unique  trades  this  side  of  the  Atlantic.  Quite 
simply,  Mike  Scudder  is  the  World's  Greatest  Free  Throw  Shooter.  It’s  not  a  title  to  be  taken  lightly.  In  fact,  Scudder  puts  the  title 
where  it  counts  most  each  time  out:  right  on  the  bottom  line.  You  see,  he  guarantees  he  will  make  190  out  of  200  free  throws  —or  he 
doesn't  get  paid.  That's  right.  If  he  misses  1 1  of  200  free  throws,  he  has  traveled,  perspired,  taught  and  shot  for  free.  In  an  age  when 
not  even  the  best  in  the  game  shoot  90%,  Scudder  declares:  Ill  make  95%  or  I'll  do  it  for  free. 

"This  new  career  of  mine  grew  out  of  a  challenge  from  a  couple  friends  a  few  years  back,"  Scudder,  a  two-sport  athlete  at  St.  Joe, 
explains.  "While  watching  a  game  on  TV  I  said  I  could  make  95  out  of  a  100  free  throws.  The  guys  with  me  said  they  had  $1,000 
that  said  I  couldn't.  So  the  challenge  was  set." 

Not  wanting  to  have  to  make  good  on  their  bet,  Scudder's  buddies  stacked  the  odds.  They  set  up  the  challenge  in  a  Fort  Wayne 
youth  detention  center... and  had  Scudder  line  up  in  front  of  about  80  troubled  youngsters  to  shoot. 

"I  got  the  biggest  kid  to  rebound  for  me,"  Scudder, 
the  father  of  four,  recalls.  "I  then  asked  the  rest  of 
the  kids  to  line  up,  40  each,  on  either  side  of  the  free 
throw  lane.  I  told  them  if  they  sat  and  listened  to 
me  while  I  shot  the  free  throws  I  would  buy  them  all 
burgers,  fries  and  a  coke  afterwards." 

The  retired  GTE  sales-service  manager  proceeded  to 
make  269  free  -throws  without  a  miss,  all  the  while  ex¬ 
plaining  the  finer  points  of  shooting  to  the  youths.  And  1 
just  like  that,  a  new  career  was  bom. 

Today  the  Fort  Wayne,  IN.,  resident  puts  on  200 
demonstrations  a  year  while  traveling  from  coast  to 
coast  and  border  to  border.  Fie  teaches  a  method  he 
calls  TAP,  which  stands  for  Technique  -  Attitude  - 
Practice. 

"Don't  rush  the  shot,  elevate  the  ball,  follow 
through,"  Scudder  instructs  his  audiences.  "Constant 
motion,  concentration  and  consistency  are  keys  to  good 
free  throw  shooting." 

Of  the  three  key  points  of  his  method,  Scudder  says  practice  is  the  most  important. 

"I  started  out  with  ten  in  a  row,"  Scudder  says.  "By  high  school  my  daily  goal  was  25  in  a  row.  At  St.  Joe,  it  was  50  in  a  row.  I 
told  myself  early  that  I  wasn't  going  to  get  cut  from  the  basketball  team,  sit  on  the  bench,  or  not  play  because  I  couldn't  make  free 
throws." 

Scudder's  discussions  with  his  audience  touch  upon  much  more  than  just  an  ability  to  shoot  free  throws. 

"You  can  be,  or  do,  whatever  you  want  in  this  life,"  Scudder  will  advise.  "But  in  order  to  reach  your  potential  you  must  overcome 
the  mental  barrier  that  holds  us  back.  That  barrier  is  the  six  inches  between  our  ears." 

For  Scudder,  overcoming  that  mental  barrier  has  meant  a  life  full  of  accomplishment,  from  the  time  he  formed  his  own  computer 
software  company  just  a  few  years  out  of  St.  Joe,  until  the  day  he  retiredTrom  his  job  at  GTE  to  become  the  "World's  Greatest  Free 
Throw  Shooter"  full  time. 

"I'll  tell  you  this,"  Scudder  concludes.  "The  time  I  spent  at  St.  Joe  was  the  best  four  years  of  my  life.  The  atmosphere,  the  educa¬ 
tion  and  the  friendship  were  things  that  money  can't  buy." 

"St.  Joe  will  challenge  you  to  learn  more  than  a  vocation,"  Scudder  states.  "It  will  also  ask  you  to  grow  spiritually  and  to  be  active 
in  the  community.  When  you  get  out  of  high  school  you  grow  from  adolescence  into  adulthood.  St.  Joe  is  an  ideal  place  for  this 
because  it  creates  such  a  well  rounded  person  in  spirit,  education  and  community  service." 

Scudder's  oldest  son,  Michael,  23,  is  a  CPA  with  Ernst  and  Young  of  Fort  Wayne,  and  a  1993  graduate  of  SL  Joe.  Other  children 
include  Susan,  21,  an  education  major  at  IUPU-Ft.  Wayne,  Cindy,  20,  a  beautician  at  Ravencroft  school  in  Ft.  Wayne,  and  John,  17, 
a  junior  at  Dwenger  High  School  in  Fort  Wayne.  Scudder  and  his  wife  of  two  years,  Carol,  reside  in  Fort  Wayne.

"I  found  that  what  I  missed  most  as  a  college  president  was  the  academics," 
says  Saint  Joseph's  new  Vice  President  for  Academic  Affairs,  Dr.  Bernard  Parker. 

"Y  ou  can  quickly  lose  track  of  the  seasons  in  that  job.  1  like  students  and  working 
with  faculty,  so  this  job  is  a  good  fit  for  me." 

Dr.  Parker,  who  assumed  his  new  post  at  SJC  on  February  1 ,  filled  the  void  left 
by  the  ascension  of  Dr.  Albert  J.  Shannon  to  the  College  presidency  last  summer. 

Dr.  Robert  Garrity  had  filled  the  VPAA  role  on  an  interim  basis. 

A  native  of  Alabama,  Dr.  Parker  grew  up  in  Arizona  and  California.  A  strong 
Catholic  background,  including  time  as  seminarian  in  Ohio,  has  helped  shape  his 
values  and  make  him  the  right  man  for  the  job  as  St.  Joe  embarks  on  a  new  era. 

"I  believe  1  bnng  several  strengths  to  the  job  here  at  Saint  Joseph's,"  says  Dr. 

Parker.  "First  of  till,  1  have  a  strong  Catholic,  philosophical  and  theological  back¬ 
ground.  That  gives  me  a  good  understanding  of  the  Catholic  values  of  this  institu¬ 
tion.  I  buy  into  that  value  system,  and  am  interested  in  continuing  to  nurture  those 
values  in  our  students  and  faculty." 

Dr.  Parker  earned  a  B.A.  in  Philosophy  and  Literature  from  Duns  Scotus  College 
in  Detroit,  graduating  Cum  Laude.  He  received  his  master's  degree  in  Philosophy 
while  serving  as  a  Woodrow  Wilson  fellow  at  the  University  of  Chicago  in  1965. 

His  work  toward  his  Ph.D.  was  completed  at  Tulane  University  in  1968. 

He  has  previously  served  as  VPAA  at  St.  Leo  College  in  SL  Leo  FL.  and  as 
President  of  Saint  Mary  of  the  Plains  College  in  Dodge  City,  KS. 

Dr.  Parker  and  his  wife  Paulette  have  two  grown  children:  Paul,  a  health  care 
consuhanUn  Tahahassee,  FL.;^  and  Bernadette,  a  teacher  of  the  severely  handicapped  in  Lakeland,  FL.

Typical  social  activities  have  included  the  St.  Patrick's  Day  Parade  festivities  in  Chicago,  golf 
outings,  picnics,  social  gatherings  before  or  after  local  sporting  events,  including  those  featuring  PUMA  teams  when  they  are  on  the 
road,  and  dinners,  often  with  a  guest  speaker  from  the  College. 

Additionally,  chapters  provide  local  alumni  with  networking  base  for  many  areas  of  interest,  including  career  planning  and  job 
search,  relocation  support,  educational  or  health  matters,  etc.  Finally,  it's  an  objective  of  all  chapters  to  work  with  the  SJC  Admission 
Department  with  the  Parent  Alumni  Recruitment  (PAR)  to  recruit  prospective  SJC  students  at  local  high  schools.

PRECIOUS  BLOOD  COMMUNITY 
HOLDS  GENERAL  ASSEMBLY 

Members  of  Society  of  Precious  Blood,  meeting  in  general 
assembly  May  16-19,  1994,  at  SL  Charles,  Carthagena,  OH., 
voted  to  modify  the  name  of  the  Province  to  Missionaries  of 
the  Precious  Blood.  In  this  change  the  Province  returned  to 
the  concept  of  the  founder  of  the  order,  St.  Gaspar  del  Bufalo, 
whose  initial  idea  was  establishment  of  groups  of  missionaries, 
specializing  in  home  missions  and  renewal  of  faith. 

In  other  business  conducted  during  the  meeting  of  the 
Cincinnati  Province,  the  Very  Reverend  Kenneth  F.  Pleiman, 
C.PP.S.,  '62,  was  re-elected  Provincial  Director.
